I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Fveport  upon  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield  for  the  year 
ended  31st.  December,  1942. 

The  Registrar  General*  s  estimate  of  the  population  to  °h>~  , 

middle  .of  I943  has  been  received,  and  all  statistics  have  been  abt 

on  the  estimate  which  was  34,800. 

The  1931  census  gave  the  population  of  the  Borough  34,902. 

THE  BIRTH  RATE  for  1942  was  15*05  compared  with  12.6  in  1941 

THE  DEATH  RATE  for  1942  was  12.1  compared  with  14.2  in  1941 

THE  INFANT  DEATH  RATE  has  decreased,  the  rate  per  1,000  live 
births  being  49.6  compared  with  61.5  f°r  year 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  in  children 
under  I  year  of  age  per  thousand  live  births. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE..
